Montgomery, <Ala., April 14.—(Special.)— 
There is no doubt apparently that Gover- 
nor Johnston will call the extra session of 
the legislature. He has received replies 
from twenty of the thirty-three senators, 
of whom thirteen are for repeal, five against 
and four in doubt. Since yesterday one sen- 
ator who was against repeal has changed 
and declared his purpose to vote for the 
repeal, Another has transferred front 
against repeal to the doubtful column. 

Sixty-four replies have been received from 
the 100 representatives. Of these thirty- 
three are for repeal, twenty-two against 
and nine in doubt. Two members who had 
expressed a purpose to vote against repeal 
have written, saying that after further 
consultation with their constituents they 
will be bound to vote for repeal. 

Of the senators, three who voted for the 
bill now say they will vote ‘for repeal, and 
two who did not vote at all are now for 
repeal. No senator who voted no has ex- 
pressed a purpose to vote against repeal. 
Of the members, twelve who voted for the 
bill will n&w vote to repeal. Three who 
voted against the bill will vote against re- 
peal. Without any further changes’ than 
those at hand, the senate will vote seven- 
teen to thirteen in favor of repeal and the 
house fifty-one to forty-three in favor of 
repeal. 


FARMER SHOOTS THREE MEN. 


Target Shooting Leads to a Serious 
Affray Near Knoxville.

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| CAGE-GIBBET FIND IN VIRGINIA. 


Workmen Unearth Iron Form in the 
Shape of Human Body. 

Fredericksburg, Va., April 14.—Three col- 
ored laborers in the employ of Henry War- 
den, at the Bernard farm, this morning un- 
earthed an urcanny relic in the shape of an 
iron cage constructed as nearly like the 
human body as possible. 

It had a head piece, on the top of which 
Was a ring, a body piece and arm and leg 
pieces. With it were found most of a skull, 
well preserved, the jawbones, with several 
teeth, and the bones of the legs, arms and 
hips. 

This is the second ‘‘cage-gibbet’’ find that 
has been made in that section of the state. 


BOOKER WASHINGTON SPEAKS. 


Guest of the Patria Club, He Talks of 
His Race’s Future. 

New York, April 14.—Booker T. Wash- 
ington was the guest of the Patria Club at 
its annual meeting tonight, and in the 
course of an address said: 

“Object lessons. that shall bring the 
southern white man into daily, visible tan- 
gible contacts with the benefits of negro 
education will go further in the solution 
of political problems than all. of the mere 
abstract argument and theories than can 
be evolved from the human brain. In pro- 
portion as the negro learns to do some- 
thing as well or better than a white man 
he will find his place in our economic and 
political life, and his place, like that of 
every being possessing real wurk, will be 
that of a man, for it is not our duty to 
set metes and bounds upon the aspirations 
ana ambitions of any individual or race, 
but it is our duty to see that the founda- 
tion is wisely and firmly laid. A race that 
plants itself in the ownership of the soil, 
the industries, the dramatic arts of a 
country, in intelligence and religion and 
in the confidence of the people among 
whom it lives, is the race that will win 
regardless of all temporary makeshifts, ob- 
stacles and discouragements. 

“We in this generation of the south 
must lay the foundation for those that are 
to come. I would not advocate that the 
end of every negro’s education should be 
the ownership of property, skill in agricul- 
ture, mechanic and industrial arts, but I 
would with all the emphasis of my soul re- 
mind my race over and over again that if 
we of this generation lay the foundation 
principles well in these, our children and 
children’s children will find through them 
the surest way to recognition and success 
in arts, letters and statesmanship. Then 
will the sacred story repeat itself: ‘The rain 
descended, the floods came and the winds 
blew and it fell not, for it was founded 
upon a rock.’ ’’

Prisoners Are Helped To Escape from 
French Penal Colony. 

Toronto, Canada, April 14.—A special from 
Victoria, B. C., -says: 

A letter received by a resident of this 
city from Wellington, N. Z., gives details 
of frightful cruelties to which the un- 
happy convicts in the French penal settle- 
ment of New Caledonia are subjected by 
the officials in charge, throwing into the 
shade the worst abuses of the old convict 
settlements in Australia. 

So outrageous has the treatment of pris- 
oners been and so great a sympathy -has 
been evoked that foreign vessels have aided 
the wretches in making their escape to such 
an extent that no less than thirty have es- 
caped in the last month. 

Three have arrived at New Wellington on 
the steamer Rippingham and tell fearful 
tales of their sufferings. 


WRITES NOTE AND SUICIDES. 


Member of Stuart’s Cavalry, C. §. A., 
Commits Suicide in Baltimore. 

Cumberland, Md., April 14.—Professor 
J. C. Eckford, sixty-three years of age, of 
Portsmouth, Va., who has been a teacher 
of violin and piano music in southern e¢ol- 
leges and was a member of Stuart's cav- 
alry, confederate army, sent a bullet 
through his head in front of the residence 
of Governor Lowndes today, causing a 
wound that will likely prove fatal. 

Eeckford is a distinguished looking old 
school gentleman with flowing beard. 
Among his effects at a boarding house was 
found the following statement: 

“The reasons for killing myself are no- 
body’s business. From a customary curios- 
ity people meddle and inquire into things 
that concern them not. Let the law take 
its course. I am solely responsible for be- 
ing dead. I recognize no God, for there is 
none. The few avnpurtenances I have will 
certainly defray my board expenses at the 
Porter house.”’

Postmaster General Smith Addresses 
the League at Banquet. 
Baltimore, Md., April 14.—The ninth an- 
nual convention of the League of American 
Press Clubs closed .tonight in a veritable 

blaze of glory. 

A banquet seldom, if ever, eclipsed in the 
city of diamond-back terrapin and canvas- 
back ducks with the necessary concomi- 
tants, were served to the male contingent 
at Masonic Temple this evening. 

Senator Louis E. McComas, of Mary- 
land, was toastmaster. He spoke felici- 
tiously to his ‘‘friends of the press’’ and 
expressed the regrets of President McKin- 
ley, who found it impossible to accept 
the invitation to be present. He proposed 
a toast. to the chief executive, and stand- 
ing, with bowed heads, the 300 banqueters 
drank to the health of the president. The 
toastmaster then introduced Secretary of 
State John Hay. The secretary told a 
few reminiscences of his newspaper days 
and compared the department of state to 
a newspaper, in which he held the position 
of the man with the blue pencil, 

Postmaster General Charles Emory Smith 
waS,then presented as the editor of The 
Philadelphia Press... He complimented the 
faithful, earnest work of the newspaper 
man and said he was always willing to 
take off his hat to him. 

“A more honest and deserving class does 
not exist,’’ he declared, ‘‘than the active 
working men of journalism.’’ 

Mr. Smith declared that American news- 
papers far surpassed foreign journals in 
respect to enterprise and vigor. He 
thought that we were _ prone to over- 
eagerness and lacking in candor in criti- 4 
cism and of fair judgment. 

“That is an error,’ he said, “from. which 
we shall emancipate ourselves in the fu- 
ture. We shall be more larely a fac- 
tor in politics hereafter, as there is an in- 
crease of public confidence in our earnest 
and high purpdses. 

‘Our fault is to disparage excessively 
and criticise with.a cynical tone. We re- 
fer to public men with a captious disposi- 
tion to question their mctives and purposes 
without a correct understanding of their 
spirit and motive. 

“T believe,”” he said in conclusion, “that 
our journalism is steadily advancing. ] 
believe in its spirit and not in the occa- 
sional displays of freak journalism. I 
think it is better, more honest and more 
devoted to the public interests now than it 
was ten years ago.”

The commissioners will have no power to 
alter the treaty of Berlin. They may make 
recommendations to that end, and where 
they are unanimous, it is probable that 
their recommendations may be accepted for 
changes in the treaty.

The German ambassador, Dr. Von Hol- 
leben, called today on Secretary Hay and 
communicated an official dispatch from the 
Berlin foreign office, saying definitely and 
positively that the commission matter had 
been settled, and that the commissioners 
should leave at the earliest possible mo- 
ment. It is understood that the German 
communication removes all question of 
doubt by reciting the text of the note de- 
livered on Wednesday by the British am- 
bassador at Berlin to Baron Von Buelow, 
the German minister of foreign affairs. 

Baron Sternberg has received ‘his in- 
structions from Berlin. It ls expected that 
the foreign office will send supplementary 
instructions to San Francisco so as to reach 
him before he sails. Mr. Elliot, the British 
commissioner, has received preliminary in- 
structions concerning matters of detall. 
The main instructions will come by cable if 
the commissioners are to leave at once, but 
by mail if sufficient time is permitted. 

There will be no joint meeting of the high 
commission in Washington, and the mem- 
bers of the commission who are here say 
there is positively no warrant for state- 
ments that any advance decision or line 
of action will be taken. 
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GERMANY IS KEEPING COOL. 


Minister of Foreign Affairs Explains 
Fully in the Reichstag. 

3erlin, April 14.—The minister cf foreign 
affairs, Baron ‘von Buelow, announced in 
the reichstag today that an agreement had 
been arrived at with Great Britain with 
regard to sending a commission to Surnoa. 

The interpellation on Samoa was present- 
ed by Dr. Lehr, an extremist pan-German, 
and was replied to by the minister of for- 
eign affairs, Baron yon Buelow. 

The whole affair was looked upon as a 
fizzie and lasted only eighty minutes. There 
was a slim atfendance of members, but the 
galleries were crowded. The United States 
embassy was represented at the session. 

The opening speech of the interpellation, 
to which the minister of foreign affairs had 
previously agreed to reply, was not a suc- 
cess and it was afterwards said that the 
signers of the interpellation blundered in 
entrusting its presentation to Dr. Lehr. The 
latter, contrary to agreement, made strong 
references to economic matters in arguing 
against the American and British .attitude 
in Samoa, hinting that Germany would 
fight both countries economically if thwart- 
ed politically. The party leaders, one after 
another, repudiated Dr. Lehr’s declaration. 

The speech of the minister of foreign af- 
fairs fell flat and was hardly applauded at 
the end. He emphasized Germany’s adher- 
ence to the Samoan act, the rearrangement

NEGRO WILL PROBABLY BE BURNED 


Crowds at All Points in the Two Coun. 
ties Anxiously Awaiting News 
of Capture—Cranford Bu- 
ried Yesterday—Negro 
Church Burned.

Ga., April  14.—(Special.)— 


Plowshares rested in half-furrowed fields 


Palmetto, 


today in this vicinity. Farmers stopped 
their tilling and merchants suspended busi- 
ness to join in the chase for the negro 
who murdered Alfred Cranford Wednesday 
night and made the deed more horrible by 
an assault upon the wife of the dead man 
within a few feet of where his bleeding 
body lay. ’ * 

The crime of the negro, Sam Hose, who 
is charged with these deeds, is more horri- 
ble and brutal than was at first supposed, 
and as the details have developed the an- 
ger of the people has increased until they 
have determined .to wreak summary ven- 
geance upon the negro as soon as he is 
apprehended. These details are of such a 
revolting nature as to sicken the heart of 
the. most hardened person. 

No recent occurrence in this vicinity, not 
even the burning of a block of Palmetto 
stores and other crimes of recent date, 
has so stirred the residents of this por- 


tion of Campbell county and those of the 


upper portion of Coweta. Before, it was 
men who suffered and property that was 
destroyed; in this case the principal suf- 
ferer is a woman, and life has been taken. 

The people of this place are long suffer- 
ing, but once aroused they are determined, 
as this crime has made them, and they do 
not hesitate their hands with 
blood for vengeance sake. This is evi- 
denced by the grimness and boldness with 
which they have pursued Sam Hose. 

Palmetto is under the protection of armed 
guards tonight, who patrol the streets. This 
was done as a precautionary measure at 
the request of the women of this place 
whose husbands and fathers are away trom 
their homes in search of the negro. 

No outbreak among the negroes is feared 
at present, although numerous threats have 
been made within the past week, one of the 
negro leaders having openly boasted that 
he could have 300 armed members of his 
race on the streets of Palmetto within three

hours’ notice. 

No little excitement was caused tonight 
when John Smith, a negro, confessed to 
having fed and harbored Hose immediately 
after the murder and stated that in addi- 
tion to this he had given the negro @ 
pistol. From what can be learned it seems 
that Hose went to Smith’s house soon after 
the commission of the crimes. . 

His statement caused considerable com- 
ment and for a while there was talk of 
dealing summarily with him. 

At a late hour tonight a telephone mes- 
sage was received here from one of the 
searchers at Barnesville. He said he had 
follawed the negro that far, where he 
found that he had boarded a train pre- 
sumably for some po.nt in southwest Geor- 
gia or Florida. This member of the mob 
stated that he would follow. the negro until 
the end. 

About 100 men gathered at the Cranford 
home late tonight with the expectation of 
seéing the murderer brought there. 

One old lady was present with a shotgun 
and she presented a ludicrous, yet grim, 
figure while sitting on a stump in the 
front yard. She announced her intention 
of remaining there all. night to obtain a 
shot at Hose. 

Another report is to the effect that the 
negro is surrounded at Moreland, near 
Newnan, and that his capture is only a 
matter of 4 few hours. This is the latest 
report from the pursuing parties and 
seems to.be thoroughly reliable. News of 
the capture of Hose is hourly expected. 

Several modes of death have been sug- 
gested for him, but it seems to be the 
universal. opinion that he will be burned 
at the stake and probably tortured before 
burned. Mes. Cranford has expressed a 
desire to see him hanged, but it ts thought 
that*the mob which captures him will im- 
anediately kill-him in the quickest possible 
manner. The mobs have been notified of 
Mrs. Cranford’s desire and it is thought 
by some that the negro will, be brought 
here immedidtely after he is captured. 

Sam Hose was seen by ths mob Thurs- 
day. night near Strickler’s bridge, below 
Turin, Ga.. and shots were exchanged with 
him. The story is told by a member of the 
mob who returned here this afternoon. 

After leaving the Cranford home, three 
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and one-half miles below here in Cowéta 
county, the mob traced the negro through 
the country, and finally, just before Sharps- 
burg was reached, the trai! grew hot. ‘The 
dogs taken with the party proved to be 
absolutely worthless and were finally 
driven off. The negro was then traced by 
persons who had seen him. At one place 
his coat was found and at another the note 
book of Alfred Cranford was picked up. 
The party reached Turin Thursday night 
and pushed on toward the swamp near that 
place, Just before reaching the swamp 
the negro Hose was seen, and upon his 
refusal to obey to halt, was fired upon by 
a@member of the mob. Hose returned the 
‘fire, but the bullets whistled harmlessly 
‘over the heads of the pyrsuing party. The 
negro then disappeared in the swamp. 
Since then he has not bern 
cept that a report reached Palmetto this 
afternoon to the effect that he had been 
captured. The swamp is a large one, being 
fifteen miles wide and equally as long.

Lizzie Arnold, a negress who washed for 

Hose, has told of having seen him and 
conversed with him shorily after the com- 
mission. of his crimes. Her story has only 
served to increase the excitement and to 
cause the mobs to redouble their efforts to 
Capture the negro. 
; The woman says that Hose told her he in- 
tended to go from Palmetto to Macon and 
from thence to Savannah. <At Savannah, 
he said, he intended to board a steamship. 
In leaving her he remarked: ‘‘And I would 
like to see them catch me then.”

The Cranford Funeral. 

The funeral of Alfred Cranford occurred 
this morning at 10 o'clock from the old 
Cranford rasidence, the house occupied 
prior to his death by the grandfather of 
the murdered man. Services were -con- 
ducted by Rev. Mr. Bell, pastor of the 
Fairburn ‘and Palmetto Methodist churches. 

The entire Cranford family, the McElroy 
family, of which Mrs. Alfred Cranford was 
a member prior to her marriage, and about 
2900 friends of the deceased attended the 
funeral. The interment occurred in the 
family burying grounds, and the body was 
placed in a grave next to the one in 
which was laid the body of Zach Cranford, 
who was the uncle of Alfred Cranford, and 
who was murdered by a negro gbout ten 
years ago’ in a manner somewhat similar 
to that in which the young man met his 
death last Wednesday night. 

Mrs. Alfred Cranford attended the fu- 
neral, but did not appear.to realize either 
what was then in progress or what had 
happened; she appeared dazed. She is a 
beautiful woman of the decided brunette 
type, and is said to have been, prior to 
her marriage to young Cranford, abwut 
six years ago, one of the belles of Newnan, 
Ga., where her father, Tip McElroy, 
resides. :

WILL NOT RESTA 


Head of War Ueparlment Faces 
Rumor on Arrival Home, 


GIVES IT EMPHATIC DENIAL 


Says He Will Remain In Cabinet During 
the Present Administratien, 


WAS WELL PLEASED WITH ISLANDS 


He Compliments the Saneriban” Sol- 
diers and Asserts That Cuba and 
Porto Rico Are Greatly Im- 
proved Since Spain 
Gave Them Up. 


Washington, April 14.—Secretary Alger, 
who returned today from Cuba and Porto 
Rico, tonight put an effective quietus on the 
persistent reports that he contemplated re- 
tirement from the cabinet by a positive and 
unequivocal Statement that the reports 
were absolutely without foundation and 
that unless an unforeseen and unlooked for 
contingency arises, he proposes .to remain 
secretary of war throughout this adminis- 
tration. 

Secretary Alger 
to recent rumors 


has this attention called 
that he would resign 
after the investigation into the conduct of 
the war and incident matters cease 
that his suec essor had already been deter- 
mined upon. He said all statements of that 
character were false; that he has not en- 
tertained any such intention dnd that they 
were. instituted with the evident purpose of 
attempting to force him to leave the cabi- 
net. He said he purposed to pay no atten- 
tion to these rumors. He authorized the 
Associated Press to make an absolute denial 
of the reports of his contemplated resigna- 
tion and to announce once for all in the 
strongest terms possible that he would re- 
main at the thead of the war 
during his term of office. 

Of course, he added, if there should be a 
@teat disaster in his private business affairs 
or he should be stricken in health or some 
such wholly unexpected and sudden event 
should occur it might actuate him to re- 
sume this private life as a matter of course, 
but he had not had any idea of resigning 
and his determination to remain, despite 
reports to the contrary, was fixed and un- 
alterable. 

During his trip Secretary Alger conferred 
with the commanding officers of the Cu- 
ban provinces, 
sunally. His 


department 


visiting four provinces per- 
reception everywhere was 
of the most cordial character. In ah in- 
terview tonight, Secretary Alger said: 

“I had no adequate idea of the won- 
derful possibilities of Cuba and Porto Rico 
before my personal investigation, and | 
return to Washington with renewed faith. 
All that l ever imagined has been more 
than ‘realized. Under no circumstances 
would I now consent to the surrender of 
Porto Rico, which is now our territory, nor 
would I place the slightest check upon the 
great work which is being done for Cuba. 
The duty we have taken upon ourselves of 
holding Cuba in trust for civilization fs a 
noble one. The problems are meeting sat- 
isfactory solution, and I see no reason to 
fear the future. None of the serious ques- 
tions which have already arisen or will 
arise are insurmountable. Havana is be- 
ginning to feel the benefits of American 
control, and the advance and development 
will be enormous, 

“The people of the United States must 
certainly realize what cleanliness in Ha- 
Vana and other Cuban cities means for this 
and that with removal of unsani- 
tary conditions the scourge of fever will 
not continue to menace our_southern states, 
theugh there will be sporadic cases, of 
course. If we can decrease to a minimum, 
as I believe we can, the danger of fever 
Visilation, We will save millions of dollars 
which our southern quarantines cost. us, 
While the indirect benetit to business 
through the removal of disturbing fear is 
incalculable. 

“] was agreably surprised to find so lit- 
tle distress in the islands. The amount of 
rations for distribution among the. people 
is rapidly decreasing, and as fast as the 
people find employment, they will cease to 
be dependent upon us tor food. There is no 
intention of inviting pauperism in the 
island. 

“1 belleve it is a mistake to believe that 
fortunes cam be made quickly there. Though 
there is a great deal of American money 
invested there, time is needed to secure 
returns from capital as from everything 
else. . It will take years to raise a people 
unaccustomed to what we consider even the 
necessaries of life, to a degree where they 
wili require a great amount of manu- 
factured goods, this being mainly true of 
the rural population. Lhe cities, how- 
ever, are full of business, Education among 
the poorer classes is what is most ne eded in 
the island. The people of Cuba see that the 
United States is acting with justice and 
moderation with the chief end of improving 
conditions. I feel encouraged because of 
the friendly feeling manifested in my 
talks with leading citizens. 

“I never saw anywhere a finer body of 
men than the American soldiers now in 
Cuba. They are like princes, athletic in 
build and bronzed and hearty in appear- 
ance, They seemed contented, and the 
United States has every reason to feel 
proud of them. They are having no fric- 
tion with the people. 1 found harmony 
everywhere. There are few troops now in 
Cuba, except regulars, and the number of 
the latter may be reduced. The people re- 
spect the authority of the United States, 
and are, as a whole, law-abiding and peace- 
ful. All the American troops are being 
quartered in excellent permanent barracks 
everywhere, and the hospitals are of the 
best. Our officers and men have learned 
to be soldiers and how to take care of 
themselves, showing a great contrast to the 
new raw recruits that were hurried} gath- 
ered under the call for troops when war 
was declared. Had they had this experi- 
ence or used the samé self-care then’ as 
now, there would have been comparativ ely 
little sickness in camps. Of course, the 
tropical climate is enervating and trying 
at best, but with past experience, the sick 
list will be diminished. The army as it 
exists today, regulars and volunteers, I

Salisbury Admits ‘That Germany’s 


Demand Has Been Granted. 

Londore April 15.—The officials of the Brit- 
ish foreign office say the marquis of Salis- 
bury has agreed that in the decisions reg- 
ulating the provisional measures to be tak- 
en in keeping order in Samoa unanimity 
will be observed. They add that the func- 
ticns ofthe commissioners will be to strive 
to agree to the measures necessary for a 
peaceful solution of the difficulties, but the 
conclusions they individually reach, will, 
of course, be sent to their respective gov- 
ernments, between whom further negotia- 
tions will then occur in regard to the final 


statement. 


The foreign office officials add that, as 
the German government appears to be satis- 
fied with the agreement now ‘reached, no 
doubt the commission will forthwith depart 
for Samoa. 


CABINET DISCUSSES SAMOA. 


Complete Report of Admiral Kautz Is 
Laid Before the President. 

Washington, ‘Anril 14.—The cabinet meet- 
ine today, which Jasted longer than vsual, 
was devoted principally to the discussion 
of the Samoan situation and instr icticus to 
the American commissioners to the czar’s 
disarmament eonference at The !lAfue. 

A complete written report concerning the 
preliminaries leading up to che hostilities 
which was made to the s»cretaryvy of the 
navy by Admiral Kautz, was rend to the 
cabinet by Secretary Long. It throws some 
additional light upon the complications prior 
to the admiral’s arrival], the rnost important 
fact brought out being tnat ‘he three cen- 
suls—Amerfcan. Rritish and German—ut the 
time of the admiral’s arrival at Aria had 
recognized the revolutionists under Matcafa. 
The Mataafa uprising after Chief Justice 
Chambers's decision in favor of Malsetoa 
Tanu, the admiral indicates, was foniented 
largely by the German consul, who insist- 
ed upon recognizing Mataafa as _ king. 
Chaos was threatened and the American 
and Pritish residents considered the ms«lves 
in peril of their lives. A massacre was fear- 
ed] and under these ecireumstances the 
American and British consuls joined with 
the German in recognizing the prov'sional 
government under Mataafa. To Admiral 
arrival. however the British 
and American consuls explained that they 
had been forced to this action by the duress 
of the situation. 

The admiral, at the conferenrze aboar the 
Philadelphia, having satisfied hin:self that 
Chief Justice Chambers’s decision was in 
acoordance with the Berlin treaty, informed 
the consuls that they had no-power to vio- 
late its previsions and with the full acquies- 
cence of the British and: American consuls 
he issued his manifesto dissolving the pro- 
visional government and Malietoa was 
crowned king. The counter pruclamation 
of thé German consul and the shelling of 
the native villages as recounted in the press 
dispatches followed. 

The instructions of this government to the 
commission appointed to represent the Unit- 
ed States at the ezar’s disarmament ccn- 
ference, which is to meet at The Hague dur- 
ing ‘the latter part of May, had been pre- 
pared by Secretary Hay and were read at 
the meeting. Although the sympathy of the 
United States for the ezar’s propo: al is well 
understood, the exact nature o* the instruc- 
tions to our commissioners is being cereful- 
ly guarded. It would be manifestly improp- 
er to disclose our offielal position at the 
conference in advance.

The Americans then advanced with the 


mountain guns and the Fourteenth infan- 
try battalions in the center, Linck’s bat- 
talion of the First Idaho infantry on the 
right and Fraine’s battalion of the First 
North Dakota infantry on the left, both 
flanking. The trench was carried without 
loss to the Americans. 

Panzanghan was found deserted. 

General Lawton yesterday marched north 
along the road between the hills and the 
lake, with the gunboats Napidan and La 
Guna de Bay abreast of his troops. The 
enemy. is retreating northward. 

On Wednesday the troops crossed the 
Panzanghan and concentrated at Lambun, 
at the mouth of the river. After leaving 
two companies of the Fourteenth regiment 
to guard the entrance of the river, the 
troops marched to Longas and found it 
deserted. Furniture which had been 
dropped in the flight of the natives was 
scattered along the trails leading into the 
hills. 

Major Weisenberger’s sharpshooters were 
sent toward Pactosancontonia in the after- 
noon. They ran upon a. nest of_rebels in 
some thick bushes, which afforded a splen- 
did cover. 
regiment were killed and twu weré wound- 
ed, two of the latter dying after. having 
been brought to Longas church, where 
Father McKinnon administered the sacra- 
ment to them. } 

Sharpshooters Are Supported. 

The main body of the American troops, 
while at dinner in Longas, heard the firing 
and advanced to th® support of the sharp- 
shooters. A scout from a hill saw a little 
fight and many white coats running into 
the hills. The Laguna de Bay 
ginning of the fight shelled the hills, mak- 
ing them too hot for the enemy. The 
Americans entered San Antonio at’ sunset 
without meeting with any resistance.

SENTENCE WILL BE PASSED TODAY 


Father of the Two Cannon Boys Was 
the Only One of the Family in 
the Courtroom When the 
Verdict of the Jury 
Was Read.

Jalton, Ga., April 14.—After being out 
-wenty-one hours, the jury in the case of 
the state vs. Will and Guilford Cannon,

The verdict was:no surprise to the ma- 
jority of those who have kept up with 
the trial in all it# phases. The jury had 
choice of three verdicts—one of guilty 
on the original charge, one of shooting at 
another and one for assault. Few were of 
the opinion that the Cannon brothers would 
be found. guilty of the first charge, and 
the fact that they were, recommended to 
the mercy of the court brings the offense 
down to a plain misdemeanor. 

Judge Fite will probably pass sentence 
tomorrow morning, although he would 
done so today had the defense re- 
quested it. As the case now stands, if he 
disregards the recommendation of the jury, 
he has the privilege of sentencing both the 
Cannon ‘boys to the penitentiary for from 
one to four years each. If he considers 
the clause of mercy, the penalty is a fine 
of from $1 to $1,000, twelve months in the 
Chaingang, or six months in jail. 

He may sentence them for all or any 
portion of these penalties at nis own dis- 
cretion. lf he makes the penalty a heavy 
fine it is probable that it will be paid, 
and the matter ended, but if, however, 
they are sentenced to serve a term either 
in the chaingang or jail, it is possible that 
an appeal will be made. 

Trial a Remarkable One. 

The trial of the Cannon brothers has 
been one of the most remarkable in the 
annals of Whitfield county, ‘owing not so 
much to the prominence of the parties im- 
plicated as to the intense interest and feel- 
ing that the case has aroused in Dalton. 
joth’ Tapp and the Cannons have been 
citizens of Dalton for years, and = have 
many friends and ardent sympathizers in 
the town. 

Sentiment has been practically divided, 
and a great deal more feeling in the case 
has been felt than has been apparent on 
the surface. Tapp and the two Cannon 
boys all had charges of carrying conceal- 
cealied weapons pending against them, but 
on Wednesday afternoon all pleaded 
to make way, for the more im- 
portant charge. 

It was generally thought that the trial 
of the Cannons would be called on Tues- 
day morning, but’ several misdemeanor 
caess had to be disposed of before the case 
could be reached. For days the courtroom 
had been densely crowded with citizens 
of Dalton and surrounding counties intent 
upon hearing the trial. 

The rumor had gone abroad that the 
trial would be sensational in the extreme, 
and the matter becam@ the one topic of 
conversation on the streets. Friends of 
both parties discredite@ the rumor, and 
Said that the trial would undoubtedly pass 
off without incident. 

Judge Ruled Out Sensations. 

It was understood that if the letter to 
the H. B. Claflin Company, and the adver- 
tisement whicy Tapp subsequently inserted 
in The Weekly. Argus, published at Dalton, 
were brougth into the case, the trial 
might possibly assume a more jnteresting 
aspect, but Judge Fite on the second day 
of the trial ruled that the court would not 
permit such as evidence. 

The defense brought up the matter and 
sought to introduce it as evidence, but the 
State at once objected, and, at the request 
of the judge, -the jury retired until the 
point should be settled. Judge Fite settled 
the matter at once, and olonel R. J. 
MecCamy, leading counsel for the defense, 
accepted the decision good naturedly, and 
the jury was recalled. ) 

Both sides had a small army of witnesses, 
and these .were called and_  searchingly 
questioned by Colonel McCamy and Soli- 
<itor General Sam P. Maddox. No time 
was lost by either side in the handling of 
the witnesses on the stand, and the entire 
testimony in the case was brought out 
With the least possible delay. 

Some of the most prominent lawyers in 
north Georgia were interested in the case, 
and at the close of the testimony the 
speeches made by the attorneys were point- 
ed and forceful. 

The attorneys for the defense were: R. J. 
& J. McCamy,. Mann & Terry and C. B. 
McCutcher. 

The state was represented by Solicitor 
General Sam P. Maddox, assisted by Colo- 
nel J, 
Glenn. 

Judge Fite’s Charge to Jury. 

The charge of Judge Fite to the jury was 
@ remafkable effort. Without going into 
the case in any instance, he put the matter 
to the jury in a manner that left no open- 
ing for a mistake. He defined the law in 
the case in as complete a way. as possible, 
and, after the jury had retired, he was 
congratulated by a number for the manner 
in which he had handled the charge. One 
of those who offered him praise was G. M. 
Cannon, the father of the two boys on 
trial, 

The jury retired to find a verdict at 3:30 
Oclock Thursday afternoon, and several 
times during the night it was thought that

JUDGE SPENCE’S DECISION IN IN- 
JUNCTION CASE 


Brought by the Tifton and Thomas- 
ville Railroad To Prevent Con- 
struction of Branch Line. 


Albany, Ga., April 14.—(Special.)—A case 
of great interest to the people of this sec- 
tion of the state was argued here today 
before Judge W. N. Spence, of the Albany 
circuit. The ‘Tifton and Thomasville Rail- 
way Company has a charter to build a line 
from Tifton to Thomasville, via Moultrie, 
and the projectors represent that work on 
the road is soon to begin. The Ge rgzir 
Nerthern road runs from Pidcock, Thomas 
country, through Moultrie to Dalrun, Worth 
county, and is now being graded on to 
Albany. A short time ago the Georzia 
Northern Company announced that it'would 
also construct a branch line from Moultrie 
to Thomasville, and prepared to begin the 
work of grading at once. The Tifton and 
Thomasville Railway Company then applied 
to the courts for a permanent 
against the Georgia 
the construction of 


injunction 
Northern to prevent 
the proposed branch 
line, it being represented that the two lines 
would run side by side for their entire 
length, and that there would not be enough 
business for both. be 

As the Tifton ahd Thomasville Railway 
Company’s charter was the older, it was 
prayed by the petitioners for injunction to 
prevent the construction of the other line 
from Moultrie to Thotnasviile. 

The argument before Judge Spence today 
lasted nearly six hours. There was an 
imposing array of legal talent en both 
Sides, the plaintiff's cuse being directed 
by Hon. N. E. Harris, of Macon, and that 
of the defendant's hy Senator W. 8S. JIum- 
rhreys, of Quitman, 

Jndge Spence’s decision was favorable to 
the Tifton and Thomusville Railway Com- 
pany, the injunction against the Georgia 
Northein to prevent ¢crstruction of its .ine 
from M>ultrie to Thomasville being grant- 
ed. The defendants have given notice that 
they will file a bill of exceptions and ap- 
peal the case to the supreme court. 


KNITTING MILL TO BE BUILT. 


New Industry for West Point to Short- 


ly Start. 

West Point, Ga., April 14.—(Special.)—J. 
Calvin Hess, representing the Scott & Wil- 
liams Manufacturing Company, of Phila- 
delphia, manufacturers of knitting and yarn 
mill machinery, spent a few days in our 
city this week organizing a stock company 
for the purpose of erecting a knitting and 
yarn mill. Some of our wealthiest and 
most enterprising men have connected them 
selves with this company, and a full force 
of hands will soon be at work on thé 
building. The site which has been pur- 
chased is at the corner of Warren and 
Railroad streets, near the Atlanta and 
West Point car shed. The chief products 
which this company propose to manufacture 
are bicycle, golf and common hosiery, un- 
derwear and ball thread and yarn. Mr. 
Hess leaves today for a business trip to 
the west, but will return in -a few weeks 
to superintend the construction of this new 
enterprise. This, in connection with the 
mammoth cotton factories, will afford 
much work for the laboring classes of 
people during the next twelve months, 
which, when completed, will run_ 86,000 
spindles and will consume over 40,000 bales 
of cotton per year, and employ about 3,900 
operatives. The pay roll will be about 
$40,000 per month. 

The new ice plant recently constructed by 
the. West Point Investment Company will 
be in operation in a-few days. |

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VESTERDAY CLOSED THE WORK 


Morning Session Devoted to Hearing 
Reports 


AND PASSING RESOLUTIONS OF THANKS 


Election of Officers in the Afternoon 
and Banquet at Night—Macon 
Chosen as the Next Place 
of Meeting of the 
Convention. 


Augusta, Ga., April 14.—(Special.)—The 
convention of the Travelers’ Protective As- 
sociation closed to night with the banquet 
at the Arlington hotel. It has been a 
very satisfactory convention, but there is 
considerable complaint against the rail- 
roads, for failure to gfve rates requested 
having greatly reduced the attendance of 
delegates. 

The morning session today was devoted 
to’ hearing reports from committees and 
the passage of resolutions of thanks to the 
local post, the city of Augusta, the press, 
the Third Georgia regiment band, etc. 

At the afternoon session there -was 
some discussion on the matter of deffax- 
ing the expenses of delegates to the na- 
tional convention. It was decided that 
each post provide for its own delegate. 

Mr. Jones Gardner, of Augusta, was elect- 
ed president by acclamation. George HE. 
Johnson, Joe Lovenstein, R. L. Smith, E. 
F. Morgan, Max Banner, C. W. Murray 
and J. B. Walker, vice presidents in. the 
order named; chaplain, Dr. J. T. Plunket, 
secretary and treasurer, C, O. Stone, at- 
torney, Roland ‘Ellis; directors, Joe Loven- 
stein, W. W. Hyatt, H. C. Kendall, E. 
A. Isaacs, George Collier, G. C. Carmichael, 
J. Cc. Park, W. H. Brigham, A. W. Fickett; 
chairmen of standing committees, rail- 
roads, Paul Mustin; hotel, C. H. Burg; 
press, A. W. ‘Morehouse; legislature, BKB. C. 
Milas: employment, R. L. Lambkin. 

Macon was chosen as the next meeting 
place, Delegates to the national con- 
vention are to go uninstructed. <A. L. Weil, 
who has acted as president during the ab- 
sence of President Smith from the state, 
was given the rank of retiring president, 
and he and D. P. O'Connor, Max Robin- 
son, C, I. Branan, Max Banner, George 
Collier, James P. Hammond, W. D. Branan, 
E. O. Miles and H. H. Walton were elected 
delegates to the national convention. 

A donation of $175 was made to the Pat- 
rick Walsh monument fund. 

At midnight the banquet is in full blast. 
Much regret is expressed at the absence of 
Hon. Fleming duBignon, who was assigned 
the first place among the banquet speak- 
ers. 

Second Day’s Session. 

This morning’s session of the Travelers’ 
Protective Association convention was 
opened at 9 o’clock with prayer by the 
Travelers’ Protective Association chaplain, 
Rev. Dr. Plunket. The first business before 
the meeting was the hearing of reports 
of committees appointed yesterday. 

A resolution that a reader be appointed 
by the convention for the next convention 
was offered by Mr. Branan, of post B, 
Atlanta. Such was laid on-the table. 

Chairman Robinson stated that some 
kind of resolution should be made regard- 


Ing the condition of post C, Columbus, 
ang post G, Cordele, and ascertain why 


these posts had not sent delegates. The. 


reports of the committee of the report on 
standing committe¢s was made, The re- 
port reads. R 

“To the Chairman and Gentlemen of the 
Convention of the Georgia Division Trav- 
eler’s Protective Association: The com- 
mittee dn the ceports of standing commit- 
tee beg to report: That they have receiv- 
ed the reports of the following committees, 
to-wit: Railroad committee, Mr. Paul Mus- 
tin, chairman; press committee, A. W. 
Morehouse, chairman; hotel committee, C. 
H. Burge, chairman. It gives us great 
pleasure to note the very gratifying results 
accomplished by the press and hotel com- 
mittees, as outlined in their reports, and 
while recognizing the efforts of the rail- 
road committee, we regret that they have 
been unable to effect any change in the 
arbitrary methods of the railroads, and we 
concur with Chairman Mustin in express- 
ing the hope that they will be able to ac- 
complish better results in the coming year. 
In reference to the report of the hotcl 
committee, we would especially call atten- 
tion to their recommendation that com- 
plaint blanks be more generally distributed 
to, and be used by all members, so that 
whatever they find out in a hotel that its 
not right these blanks can be filled out 
with such complaint and forwarded to the 
chairman. It is stated by said committee 
that in no instance have these complaints 
failed to accomplish the necessary good 
in having the faults rectified. We note 
also with much gratification, by the re- 
ports of the press committee, that they 
have been so generously assisted in the 
discharge’ of their duties by the newspa- 
pers. Up to the present time we have not 
received reports from either the legislative 
or the employment committee, and we 
have not, therefore, been able to consider 
the same. In conclusion, we have, after 
careful consideration, thought fit for the 
welfare of the division to make the follow- 
ing recommendations: (1) That besides the 
standing committees on which it has been 
our duty to report there be appointed a 
committee of three on ways and means, 
whose duty it shall be to correspond with 
the different posts throughout the state 
with a view of suggesting such action be- 
tween conventions as will bring in a reve- 
nue to said respective posts; for instance, 
an excursion or anything that may be in 
accordance with the judgment of the com- 
mittee. Respectfully submitted, H. Rosen- 
heim. chairman; Aaron P. Brodick, W. J. 
Hackett; W. D. Branan, chairman.” 

The President’s Report. 

The committee on president’s report re- 
ported on same. Such decided that Vice 
President Weil, now acting as president in 
place of President Smith, should represent 
the division at the national convention. 
Chairman Robinson stated that the na- 
tional association had never been officially 


notified that President Smith was not act- 
ing president of this division, 
After the Railroads. 

There was some discussion regarding 
whether the railroads should be thanked 
for courtesies shown the Travelers’ Protec- 
tive Association. Mr. Solomons, of Savan- 
nah, said ‘“‘No"’ emphatically. “‘We came 
from Savannah,” said he, “in what the 
road called a sleeper, but what we called a 
cattle car. We were charged full fare,”’ 
he added. 

‘“‘No thanks to Georgla road,"’ said two 
or three Atlanta drummers. ‘‘We stood up 
in the smoker all the way down.” 

Others thought that some roads should 
be thanked. The report was laid on the 
table. 

After this a poem by Miss Ethel Hatton, 
entitled “‘A Toast!—To Our Dixie Knights 
of the Grip, Written for Some Georgia 
Lassies,’’ was read. The poem is too icng 
for publication in today’s issue.

Only Four Items. 


“DOES NOT STATE AMOUNT OF WEALTH 


But Was Considered Tp Be a Rich Man. 
Contest of Will by Heirs Is 
Probable. 


Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., April 14.—(Special.)—Ever since the 
suicide of Colonel Julien Ransone there has 
been inquiry if he left a will, and if so, 
to whom did he give his property. He did 
leave a wil and it was filed for probate 
in the court of ordinary today. By the will 
he left ail his property to Mrs. Anna Ca- 
milla Taylor, with whom he boarded during 
his twenty years’ residence in Macon, and 
with whom his mother also boarded during 
the years she lived in Macon. 

The will is very short, covering one page, 
and only a few lines on a second page. 
The will was in the handwriting of. Colo- 
nel Ransone and ‘was made June 17, 1897. It 
was witnessed by Mallory Taylor, D. L. 
McRae and Stephen M. Solomon. 

The wil] contained only four items, in 
brief as follows: 

‘1, That all of his debts be paid, if he had 
any. 

“2. That his body be placed in the gran- 
ite vault in Rose Hill cemetery beside the 
remains of his mother and father, and 
that the vault be closed up with an immov- 
able lock door. 

“3. That in gratitude for the affection- 
ate attention shown by Mrs. Anna Camilla 
Taylor to his mother in her last and pain- 
ful illness, he willed to Mrs, Taylor all his 
property, 

“4. That Mrs. Taylor be the sole execu- 
trix of his will, and that she be not required 
to give bond or make returns to court.” 

The will does not state the amount or 
kind of property owned by Colone] Ransone 
at the time of his death. He was until a 
few years ago quite rich. He was a large 
stocKholder in the Eagle and Phenix mills 
4#ht his losses by the collapse of this con- 
cern are said to have been $66,000. It is also 
said that he was the owner of 300 shares 
of Southwestern railroad stock at the time 
the Central’s system went into the hands 
of a receiver, but he sold this stéck after 
the railroad’s troubles at a large loss. He 
was still worth money, but how much no 
one at present seems to know. Among his 
possessions are 6,000 acres of fine farming 
land in Early county. In his trunk in his 
room on the day of his death were found 
$3,645 in greenbacks. He also had some 
valuable jewels: 3 

It is probable there will be a test of 
Colonel Ransone's will. A Macon attorney, 
it is said, has been so informed by heirs at 
law of Colonel Ransone, a notice to this 
éffect having come from Atlanta. It is 
not known to the public who these heirs 
at law are. The public was not aware 
that Colonel Ransone had gmny close kin- 
dred. 

The will of Colone] Ransone’s mother 
left her property to him, but it provided 
that in the event he died before she did, 
her property should then go to the Wash- 
ington and Lee university. Colonel Ransone 
survived his méther a number of years and 
he inherited her property. ©

Kansas City, Mo., April 10, 1899.—T. 
H. “Martin, Secretary Business Men's 
League, Atlanta, Ga. Dear Sir: I beg 
to acknow'edge receipt of your favor 
of the Sth inst., requesting. information 
as to workings and the benefits to be 
derived from an organization of this 
character. 

Our bureau is composed of all the prin- 
cipal merchants, manufacturers and 
jobbers in Kansas City, whose interests 
are fooked after by various committees, 
as shown on our letter head. 

This bureau was organized about nine 
years ago, and the best evidence of its 
value from ae shipper’s' standpoint is 
that we have the full support of all 
members, who furnish ample funds for 
proper maintenance of the organization. 
The’ bureau is an expense of: about 
$10,000 per annum to our people, which 
is equitably distributed between other 
trade organizations of the city, such as 
the Board of Trade, Packers’ Associa- 
tion, Live Stock Exchange, ete. Each 
member of such organizations has a 
membership in the bureau through that 
medium. We have in addition thereto 
110 individual subscribers, which repre- 
sent various lines of business and are 
represented in our general committee 
by the Commercial Club. 

It has been the policy of this bureau, 
first, to prevent discrimination of all 
kinds or nature; second, to secure for 
our members the best possible arrange- 
ments in tne matter of freight rates, 
train service, etc; third, to furnish full 
and complete information of interest to 
shippers, or, in other words, to consoli- 
date tariffs of various lines centering at 
Kansas City and publish same in one 
book and to keep our members fully ad- 
vised of all changes in rates, etc.; 
fourth, to serve as a mediator between 
the transportation and shipping inter- 
ests, using our best efforts at all times 
to effect amicable and satisfactory ad- 
justment of all controversies, avoid- 
ing unhecessary contention. 

It would be,quite difficult for me to 
explain theAletail workings of our 
bureau, her than herein stated, as 
there are, I believe a greater number 
of subjects to be dealt with in Kansas 
Citv than elsewhere. 

I am not very familiar with the rail- 
road situation at Atlanta, but am of 
the opinion that a freight bureau, would 
prove beneficial to your city, especially 
on account of cities directly competitive 
with yours having strong organizations 
of this kind. The struggle for commer- 
cial supremacy between different im- 
portant cities has become so great with- 
in the past few years that numerous 
freight bureaus have been organized 
and so conducted that railroads now

I will send you a supply of the litera- 
ture of the Cincinnati freight bureau, 
which has practically been out of ex- 
istence for several years, its functions 
having beén taken up by the Cincinnati 
Board of Trade and Bureau of Trans- 
portation, which has issued no printed 
matter or reports. 

I think there are some very serious 
matters connected with the relations of 
Cincinnati and Atlanta in the freight 
department of the railroads which con- 
nect them, to which a freight bureau 
in Atlanta could very properly give 
some attention. When we consider:that 
the two cities are not more remote than 
a daylight journey, it dees seem that 
the rates of freight which the combined 
railroads insist upon enforcing between 
the two cities are, to sav the least of 
it, subject to severe criticism. I do not 
know whether the Atlanta people feel 
embarrassed {in their relations to Cincin- 
nati, to the same extent that Cincinnati 
feels embarrassed in its relations to 
Atlanta, but I would like to take the 
matter up with you seriously and in 
detail.

balance sheet for 1899; but it was not al- 
ways so. Once, indeed—on this very day 
102 years ago—the Bank of England vir- 
tually declared the British government 
bankrupt, 

It came about:-in this way: Five years 
before the eizateenth century closed France 
declared war against Great Britain and 
Holland, and there was a great drain on the 
gold of the country. The most anxious man 
in Britain was Pitt, the minister of finance, 
whose resources were strained to the ut- 
most. 

For months Pitt had only obtained ac- 
commodation from the Bank of England 
by bringing great ana constant pressure to 
bear upon that institution, but nobody was 
more astounded than Pitt when the “Old 
Lady of Threadneedle street’ took it into 
her head to threaten England with bank- 
ruptcy. 

A year or two before the bank had re- 
fused the paper of a private banking firm, 
and compelled it thereby to stop payment 
the next day for a million sterling, and in 
the universal sensation and confusion 
which overwhelmed the financial world a 
hundred country banks suspended payment. 
Then the government stepped in and saved 
the situation. 

But now the eovernment itself was in 
peril. The treasury had sent bills to the 
bank for payment amounting to over £200,- 
0, and there not being sufficient gold in 
the country the bank resolved on a coup 
de-etat to save the situation. 

The court of chartered money cnangers 
met in» Threadneedle street, and resolved 
that the bills should not be discharged un- 
less money was sent down for the purpose. 
The meaning of such a resolution, as those 
versed in the ways of financiers will not need 
to be told; was nothing more nor less than 
that the government could not meet its 
liabilities. 

Pitt trembled when the news was brought 
to him, and everybody, from the king on 
the throne to the man in the street, talked 
of this and nothing else. How, people 
asked of one another, could the government 
get along without money? 

The bank, of course, had promised to pay 
fold for its own notes when demandea, 
and by refusing to do it had broken its 
promise, But for the government to have 
pressed the bank would have intensified 
the trouble a hundredfold, as the govern- 
ment owed the bank an enormous debt. 

The king and the ministers gwere sum- 
moned to town on Sunday mornmMg; a privy 
council was héld at Whitehall and a meet- 
ing of ministers in Downing street, both 
of which the king attended. There was 
only one course by which the country 
could be saved, and, daring.as it was, it 
had to be taken. 

The government threw itself between the 
bank and its creditors, and commanded 
the bank to withhold all cash from the 
public until parilament had met and come 
to some decision. The prohibition was or- 
dered to remain in force for six months 
after parliament met, and during that pe- 
riod small ‘bank notes were issued, and 
were generally accepted. as cash every- 
where. 

Matters in this way righted themselves, 
and the wheels of government went round 
again. 
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Five Breweries Combine. 

St. Louis, April 14.—Alexander Konta ar- 
rived in St. Louis today from New Orleans, 
where he has completed the consolidation of 
five breweries under one management. They 
are the American,Chieago Security,Jackson, 
Standard and Columbla plants. Mr. Konta 
savs that the New York capitalists behind 
the deal have $40,000,000 to invest in New 
Orleans if the. sewerage question, can be 
solved and epidemics of smallpox and yel- 
low fever prevented. The price paid for the 
five breweries is said to have been $1,400,000. 
Mr. Konta went on to New York tonight.

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LETTER WRITTEN BY THE 


LATE JULIEN RANSONE 


The following is a copy of a letter written , 


by the late Julien Ransone, @dated May 2, 
1871, to: Dr. Hope H. Christian. It is re- 
ported in the forty-ninth Georgia report, 
page 491, in a decision in the libel case of 
Julien Ransone, plaintiff in error, vs. Hope 
H. Christian, deferfdant in error. 

In the lower court Christian obtained a 
verdict against Ransone for $6,000. Ransone 
appealed the case to the supreme court, and 
the judgment of the lower court was re- 
versed, His suicide was recorded this 
week. The following is the letter: 

“Oakland, May 29, 1871:—Dr. Hope H. 
I have not before pursued the 
course ] now adopt, because a misconstruc- 
tion of my motives might have prejudiced 
some member of the jury in your favor. 
During the term of the superior court held 
in Blakely, Apri), 1870, in a set 
speech made to a jury of your neighbors 
by Judge Clarke, you were pronounced a 
perjurer. You, employing the Ransey Snif- 
fles of the town as a ‘go-between,’ demand- 
ed and received from Clarke a retraction. 
Since that time, the gang with which you 
prowl, by open declaration as well as by 
innuendo, no doubt with your sanction, 
and very probably at your sugyestion, have 
magnified your valor and chuckled at your 
successful swaggering, that you should 
have nerved yourself to the point of de- 
faming a minister of the church—women 
and children having done your fighting dur- 
ing the four years’ war, while you were 
skulking at the bunghole of a whisky 
barrel, disgustingly dubious whether to 
swill or coin the contents—was wonderful, 
and worthy of the applause of such as 
those who found congeniality in your com- 
panionship. 

“TIT propose to give you herein, as explicit- 
ly as a limited space and a scanty vocabu- 
lary will permit, my opinion of yourself 
and the thievish conspiracy upon which 
Clarke commented so injuriously to your 
feelings. This {ts a history of your at- 
tempted but baffled robbery: In 1868, after 
plotting—for it required other kKnavery in 
addition to your own to perfect the swindle 
—you accomplished the first move, the 
consent to exchange of genuine property, 
both land and money, for that which 
neither You nor your principal and accom- 
plice owned or ever would own. The re- 
duction of this agreement to writing then 
and there, because that would have pre- 
vented the second cheat, its possibility 
having been but just suggested to you by 
an accident of the moment, and the ease 
by which the first had been perfected—you, 
by an impromptu lie, postponed. Em- 
boldened by this success, you devised a 
cunningly worded document binding the 
transfer of another's land to yourself, and 
lvyingly asserting the payment of an equiv- 
alent therefor. Spied upon your victim, 
an old man, until sickness had prostrated 
his body and obscured his. perceptions, 
presented your cozening paper, overcome 
by importunity his objections to transact- 
ing business in such unfavorable condi- 
tion, and obtained his signature; then, by 
a prepared lie, told at a chosen moment, 
you filched from him $1,000 as boot between 
the lands. Having gone thus far, and fail- 
ing to palm off your fraudulent bond upon 
a purchaser who Knew you too well to 
imagine that in your possession implied an 
honest ownership, you put it carefully 
away and waited impatiently for the grave 
to receive your fancied dupe and deliver 
to you your booty. Death would not come, 
and .the legislature enacted the statute of 


limitations. ‘Into court you had to go or 
relinquish a part of your ‘swag.’ To re- 
linquish a part of your swag,;{or to estab- 
lish your claim by perjury, was* also a 
necessity. This was all that was needed 
to complete the infamy of your scheme, 
and, therefore, inflame your ardor in its 
prosecution. 

“To the fabrication of plausible perjury 
you then applied yourself, and your testi- 
mony is the outcome of that diligence. 
Clarke, I am told, characterized your evi- 
dence simply as an unvarnished perjury, 
at which detraction from your .depravity 
you were very naturally indignant. Re- 
volting as is that crime, and odious as is 
its commission, he did you injustice, gross 
injustice (although’in his subsequent cor- 
respondence he felicitated himself on the 
kindly relations existing, between you). 
Such genius as yours, reveling in moral 
muck and eagerly ‘burrowing in the very 
bottom turpitude, should not be fobbled 
off with so miserly a tribute. ... ex- 
temporized, crude perjury, like an ordinary, 
untutored liar, was obviously far below the 
designs of rapacious craft, rooted in slimy 
profligacy, and further characterized by 
the rankest family corruptions; a felony, 
though the foulest that might be practiced 
by tyros, offered too little criminal garbage 
to appease your ravenous gluttony; malig- 
nant calumny relishingly supplemented the 
staling flavor of the original roguery, 
tricky, expert and shameless, you must 
fashion the raw lie into a finished villainy, 


before your exacting taste in fraud could | 


find its full enjoyment. Your perjury was 
meditated long and deeply, elaborated with, 


care an@ skill, and repeatedly rehearsed, | 


until your loathsome admiraticn of its 
flagitious perfections broke forth in boasts 
to those with whom you conversed. 

“This studiously composed, maturely 
considered and theroughly digested perjury 
was, too, for lucre, filthy, indeed, and pal- 
try in amount. Your crime, while develish 
from its long contemplation, is despicable 
from the shabby reward for which you 
wrought. A penniless pimp would have 
scorned a secret tender of that temptation 
for which you yourself have published your 
prostitution. Yours was a_ deliberately, 
patiently, calmly concocted device, for the 
success of which you invoked the aid of 
God, through calumnious perjury, to per- 
petrate a petty theft. It has failed; your 
zealously contrived machinations have 
only served to demonstrate beyond a possi- 
bility of doubt, that you are an abject liar, 
and ae vile, groveling, sordid, scurvy 
scoundrel, with the appetite of a sneak 
thief, and without the intelligence to com- 
pass its gratification. From richly merit- 
ed punishment you are protected as is the 
skunk; your filth, however, shall not af- 
ford impunity to insolence as well as to 
swindling, perjury and calumny, and I 
thrust before your eyes the assurance that 
every demand from you, similar to the 
one alluded to in the outset of this letter, 
will receive instant attention; accorded to 
it solely that an abominable nuisance may 
be abated. JULIEN RANSONE. 

“N. B.—Should your courage prove to 
have been exhausted ih the bullying of a 
preacher, I now notify you that it is my 
intention to distribute printed copies of this 
letter throughout this community afd 
Montgomery, Ala., where I am informed 
you may go, so that those who are thrown 
in association with you shall not be ig- 
norant of your true character. <a. 

A shooting affray followed, in which both 
men were seriously wounded. Upon this 
assault by Dr. Christian, Ransone based his 
counter-suit for damages. 
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The beer toters of Guzzler’s Gulch were 
the chief actors at the police matinee yes- 
terday afternoon.

Iving valley there are several 
houses that are not much more than huts, 
and here reside some thirty or forty ne- 
groes who live as live can, and whose sup- 
ply of beer and mean whisky is only limited 
by the amount of cash on hand. 

A negro woman known to the police as 
Cut-face Sue and a negro youth who is 
called Glass-eye Ben have constituted them- 
selves as the beer toters of Guzzlers’ 
Gulch. They have a contract with the 
nearest. saloons to barter the liquor trade 
of Guzzlers’ Guich for a commission jn 
the shape of free beer and whisky for them- 
selves. 

Night before last the Gulch was enjoying 
an unusual flow of prosperity and a cor- 
responding flow of liquor. Late in the even- 
ing hilarity was at its height and beery 
bedlam was reigning supreme when two 
cops descended upon, the valley like the 
Assyrians of old, whom we are told came 
“down like a wolf on the fold.”’ 

It seemed that Cut-face Sue and Glass- 
eye Ben had commissioned themselves into 
a nofsy drunk and that they were respon- 
sible for the disorder in the Guich. 

At the matinee the arresting officers told 
of the jubilee that had transformed Guz- 
giers’ Guich into a festive scene. Women 
were singing, men were dancing and beer 
was flowing like the champagne did aL the 
big banquet in New York. The two lead- 
ers in the spirited hurrah were Cut-face 
Sue and Giass-eye Ben 

“Guzzlers’ Gulch must keep order,” re- 
marked Judge Nash, ‘‘and the beer toters 
of the Gulch must set a good example for 
the others, as they take upon themselves 
the burden of carrying the refreshments.” 

Cut-face Sue and Glass-eye Ben made 
speeches. They said that they had only 
‘“dunned a kindness ter de niggers in de 
Gulch and at de same time hepped de ga- 
loons ter do a leetle business.’’ 

For the next fifteen days Cut-face Sue 
and Glass-eye Ben will be found at the 
stockade, far away from the temptations 
and festivities of Guzzlers’ Gulch.

The defense announced that {it would 
seek to show that Raker was-killéd by a 
masked mob that rode into Lake City. and 
further to establish alibis for the defend- 
ants, 

J. A. Green sworn Epps Was at his house 
on the night of the lynching tiil nearly 
midnight. Admitting this, he might still 
have been with the lynchers. 

J. D. Godwin, a brother-in-law of Me- 
Knight’s, swore he was at ihe house of the 
latter until midnight on February 2ist 

Clerk of Court Grayson. of \Villiamshure, 
and other witnesses, were pu* vn to show 
that Newham, the man who turned state's 
evidence, was in Kingstree the day before 
the lynching. Newham testified he was in, 
Lake City all of that day. 

Seventeen witnesses were examined for 
the defense. The most material of them ad- 
mitted being closely related tc on@ or an- 
other of the defendants. 

The theory of the defense regarding the 
masked mob that came ‘o Lake Ciiv and 
killed Baker has not yet been- substantiated 
by material testimony.

Negro Regiment Is Ordered, It Is Under- 
stoed, to Cuba. 


NOW ALONG THE RIO GRANDE 


No Regiment Is Assigned To Take the 
Place of Negro Troopers in Texas. 


SERIOUS DIFFICULTY IS ENCOUNTERED 


The Departure of the Tenth Is Gener- 
ally Hailed with Pleasure by De- 
partment Officials. 


The Tenth United 
negro command 


States cavalry, the 
Which caused so much 
trouble to the government in its recent trip 
across the continent to 
Texas, is to be sent to Cuba to do garri- 
son duty in place of the volunteer regiments 
which are rapidly leaving the island. What- 
ever the fighting qualities of the Tenth 
cavalry may be, the negro troopers have 
demonstrated to the department officials 
that “their capabilities cease when they are 
assigned to do guard duty in a southern 
city. 

The officials of the department of the gulf 
have been informed that a letter has been 
written by Colonel Samuel M. Whitsides, 
in command of the Tenth cavalry, to some 
of his friends in San Antonio, Tex., where 
part of the regiment is placed, in which he 
makes public for the first time that the 
entire Tenth cavalry is shortly to take 
transport for Cuba. 

Six troops of the regiment had already 
been ordered to the island and the an- 
nouncement that the whole regiment is to 
be ordered there is received with some sur- 
prise. It is considered in the first place that 
the Rio Grande posts in Texas which are 
occupied at present by the Tenth cavalry 
are among the most important in the whole 
country and it has always been the policy 
of succeeding administrations to ke®p at 
least one regular regiment near the Mexi- 
can border. The. departure of the Tenth 
cavalry would make little difference if 
there was any other regiment not under 
orders to take its place along the Rio 
Grande. It was announced at the depart- 
ment of the gulf yesterday that the only 
regiment of regular infantry in the United 
States not. under orders was the Seventh 
infantry, which is distributed all over the 
country, and is indispensible at the various 
points at which it is located. There will be 
serious difficulty, it is believed, among the 
officials of the department in getting a reg- 
iment to take the place of the Tenth cav- 
alry since no more volunteer sommands can 
serve in the United Sates under the army 
reorganization bill. 

Six troops of the Tenth cavalry so far 
have been ordered to Cuba and the first 
half of the regiment will sail for Santiago 
from Galveston April 25tn, in the transports 
Michigan, Florida and Kilpatrick. The or- 


ders have so far only designated six of. 


the troops for Cuban service, but the infor- 
mation received by Colonel Whitesides and 
made known at the department of the gulf, 
makes it certain that the entire negro cav- 
alry command is to be forwarded to the is- 
land for indefinite service. 

The departure of the Tenth, it is under- 
stood, will cause no sorrow in the Arkan- 
sas and Texas towns which the men of the 
regiment raided some weeks ago on their 
way to the Rio Grande posts. 

The following ordtr issued at the depart- 
ment of the gulf yesterday authorizes the 
transportation of six troops-of the Tenth 
cavalry to Cuba: 

‘In order to comply with the requirements 
of general orders No. 64, current serties, 
headquarters of the army, adjutant gener- 
al’s office, the headquarters, field and staff, 
band and troops A, G, H and f, Tenth 
cavalry, now at Fort Sam Houston, and 
troops C and M, Tenth cavalry, now at 
Fort Clark, will proceed to Galveston, Tex., 
regulating departure from the posts named 
sO as to arrive at Galveston in time to take 
the steamer expected to sail from that point 
about April 25, 1899, for Santiago, Cuba.

LaGrange, Ga., April 14.—(Special)—Night 
before last, Captain John R. Ware went 
down into the upper edge of Harris county, 
whére he destroyed an jllicit distillery and 
overturned about 1,100 gallons of beer., The 
distillery belonged to two negroes, Josh and 
Seab Caldwell, and, as the still was hot 
when found, it was thought by the officers 
the owners had just left it. Captain Ware 
has broken up several of these ‘‘wild-cat’’ 
distilleries this winter along the line of 
Troup and Harris.

Officer Finds a Dead Dog in a Sewer. 
A Horse’s Plunge Was Very

Chattaheechee River Line To Bo Ex- 
tended at Ones. 


SURVEY HAS BEEN MADE 


May Connect with the Atlanta, Knox- 
ville and Northern Railroad, 


HEAVY: CARS HAVE BEEN ORDERED 


It Is Understood That the River Line 
Will Not Enter a Deal with 
the Syndicate. 


— 


President Simmons, of the Chattahoochee 
river trolley line, stated yesterday that his 
ruad would be extended to Marietta. 

The line is now eleven or twelve miles 
from Mafiletta. A survey has been made by 
the trolley company and another survey is 
being made for the Atlanta, Knoxville- and 
Northern Railway Company. This company 
wants to get into Atlanta. President Henry 
K. McHarg is in Europe and soon after he 
gets back next month, something definite 
will be decided upon. 

It has been reported that the new syndi- 
cate would build a trolley line to Marietta 
and attempt to act as a connection for the 
Atlanta, Knoxville and Northern. Mr. Sim- 
mons has had the same project in mind 
for a long time, but no agreement was ever 
reached with the Atlanta, Knoxville and 
Northern either in regard to building or 
the interchange of business. 

A conference was held Tuesday night, at 
which the purchase of the river road by 
the new syndicate was discussed and the 
announcement*’made by President Simmons 
yesterday was taken by outsiders to mean 
that he had not placed his line in the deal. 
It was suspected that he was putting the 
syndicate on notice that he would continue 
to play a lone hand. 

Along with his statement that he would 
build from the river to Marietta came the 
gossip about the Consolidated’ constructing 
a line between the two cities. It was re- 


@orted that the Consolidated had arranged 


with the Atlanta, Knoxville and Northern 
to bring its freight and passengers into 
Atlanta on better terms than the Western 
and Atlantic gives the Atlanta, Knoxville 
and Nashville. 

Mr. E. C. Spalding, vice président of the 
Atlanta, Knoxville and Northern, stated 
that he Knew nothing of any alleged ar- 
rangement between his company and either 
of the trolley companies. If there was any 
agreement, Mr.-Spalding would certainly 
know it. 

Mr. McHarg has long wanted to get his 
road into Atlanta. It is handicapped by 
having its terminal at Marietta. If a trolley 
line should be -built, it would have a good 
show to get sore of the Atlanta, Knoxville 
and Northern’s freight and possibly some 
of its passengers. The Chattahoochee line 
already covers more than one-third. the 
distance. 

The country from the river to Marietta 
is hilly, and the construction of a trolley 
line would be expensive, while the construc- 
tion of a steam road would be much more 
costly. 

President Simmons says that he will hur- 
ry his extension along, and states that he 
has already ordered specially large and 
heavy cars for the line. He calculates that 
the run can be made from city to city in 
one hour and he says that a car will leave 
each end every thirty minutes.

The coroner was notified 
hold an inquest this morning. 

Coroner Stamps said last night, when re- 
ferring to the matter: 

“There is every evidence of the infant 
having been murdered. The skull had been 
crushed with a stone or some heayy instru- 
ment. I I already have enough 
facts in my possession to enable the jury 
to ascertain who is responsible for the 
child’s death. This sort of crime fs getting 
to be too frequent in Atlanta. Only last 
week I held an jnquest over the body of a 
child that had been murdered and buried in 
an old field. In that case, as in this, a dog 
caused the crime to be discovered. I be- 
lieve something must be done to put a stop 
to such heartless murders, If we can catch 
one person who has committed such a crime 
we will see that they suffer under the law.”

Baked Railroad Sleepers. 

From The San Francisco Chronocle. 

Chemically hardened railway sleepers— 
the idea of a Munich architect named Has- 
selman—are proving quite: satisfactory on 
the Bavarian state railroads. The process, 
lasting about six hours, consists in a double 
baking of the wood and treatment with oil 
of vitriol and sulphate of iron, followed by 
placing in a bath of chloride of Hime and 
milk of lime at a temperature of 100 to 125 
degrees centigrade and a pressure of about 
two and one-half atmospheres. The cost 
is about 2 cents per tie. The baking de- 
Stroys the germs of fermentation and in- 
duces mechanical union of the preserva- 
tives with the fiber of the wood, and the 
second imparts remarkable hardness, and 
so changes the character of the wood that 
it remains dry even in damp places.

in Any Other Country.

Fifteen years ago there were 49,000 tele- | 


graph offices in all the countries of Europe 
combined and 10,000 in the United States, 
the number of messages sent being greater 
in propertion to the number of offices here 
than abroad. An official] statement of the 
telegraph service of the United Kingdom, 
which is under government contro!, shows 
18i0 there were sent in England, 
Ireland, Scotland and Wales 6,859,177 t*le- 
grams, while last year the total number 
of telegrams sent was 83,029,999. The in- 
crease in some other countries is quite as 


large. In the Uniteq States in 1870 the , 
total number of telegraph messages Sent | 
was 9,157,644. Last year the number of 


Messages sent was, approximately, ,000,- 
000, a larger number than was furnished 
by any other country in the world. In 1870, 
the year with which the present telegraphic 
statstics are usually compared, &he num- 
ber of messages sent in Germany was 8,200,- 
000; last year it was 33,000,000. The number 
of messages sent in France in 1870 was 
5,600,000; last year it was 55,000,000. In Italy 
the number has increased during the same 
period from 2,000,000 to 9,000,000, in Austria 
from 3,300,000 to 13,000,000, exclusive of Hun- 
gary. In 1870 in Hungary the number of 
telegraph messages sent was 1/500,000; last 
year it was 12,000,000, a very substantial in- 
Crease in a country the chief business 
of which is done in one large eity. 

The number of telegraph messages sent in 
Holland in 1870 was 1,800,000; last year, the 
total number was 5,000,000, 
mcst favorably with the telegraph business 
of Spain, which amounted to 4,250,000 mes- 
Sages, though the population of Holland by 
the last «ensus was’ less than 
whereas the population of Spain was 15,u,- 
000. Holland is a small country and tlhe re- 
quirements of communication by telegraph 
are by no means so many or so urgent

By 
the last report there were 5,185 miles of lines 
in the Dutch Indies, with 106 offices; the 
number of messages was 614,065. In Decem- 
ber, 18%, Batavia, Samarang and Svura- 
baya were connected by telephone. 

The total length of the telegraph of the 
world, land and marine, is in excess of i,- 
v00,00) miles, and the larger part of it is 
in America, It has been computed that the 
Ay of-a telegraph message sent 
from one point of the United States to an- 
other was $1.in 1870, 324g-cents in 1880, 31.6

30.9 in 1896, 30.5 in 1897, and 30 cents in iSv¥S. 
More than 2,000 telegraph messages are 
sent in a year in South American countries 
and more than 30,000 in Australia. The Rus- 
sian telegraph system has been developed 
extensively of late years, but the United 
States continue at the head of all countries 
in the volume of telegraph business done.

A Chat with Her About the Boyhood 
of Santiago’s Governor.

A visit to the widowed mother of Gen- 
eral Leonard Wood brought out some very 
interesting facts about the boyhood and 
antecedents ofthe present governor of San- 
tiago. 

That good soldier, so much in the public 
eye of late, is the eldest son of the late 
Dr. C. J. Wood and Caroline E. Wood (ee 
Hager), of Weston, Mass. He was reared 
in Wenaumet village, town of Bourne, 
Cape Cod, and-his fath--:r’s house—a square, 
semi-colonial structure of about the style 
of 1812—still stands on its broad backed. hill 
overlooking the waters of Buzzard’s bay 
and its numerous islands and rugged head- 
lands from the head of the bay, where 
Joe Jefferson's ‘‘Eagle Nest’ shows with 
its Dutch windmill through the pines to 
Gray Gables, south to Wood's Hole and 
the broader waters of Martha’s Vineyard 
sound. 

“Yes"’ Mrs. Wood said, in response to the 
reporter’s congratulations on the place her 
son had won in the good will of the Amer!- 
can people, *‘Leonard is my boy, and l am 
very proud of him. The boy never gave 
me any trouble, and the man is a great 
comfort to me. No, I can’t say there was 
anything remarkable about his boyhood. He 
always was a’ thoughtful boy and always 
busy about something; a great reader of 
all ‘sorts of books, novels included, and 
ne#r sick . 

“When his father died he went to Cam- 
bridge Medical college. He always said 
from the start that he was going to be a 
sailor or a doctor, and he is very fond of 
the water. When he graduated he prac- 
ticed a year or so in Boston, and then got 
in the army (his father 


an appointment 

was a surgeon in the civil war, you know) 
and went west. There he was in the In- 
dian wars (Sioux-Apache), He went very 


much among the Indians in peace, as a 
surgeon, and always said he was 
afraid of- them—he could trust them. He 
was with General Lawton when he fol- 
lowed Chief Geronimo and was one of the 
few that held through until the capture.

“Yes, I knew Len Wood when we were 
boys together at the old Beach schoolhouse 
years ago,’ said the broad-shouldered car- 
penter.

The woman's department of The Consti- 
tution is in receipt of a letter from Clara 
parton, president of the American National 
Rei Cross Bociety, in which she requests 
publication of an official letter addressed to 
the people of the United States. It is as 
folluws: 

“To the People of the United States—In 
wishes of the president 
of the United States, the war department 
and the military governor, and in response 
to the multitude of appeals from the is- 
land, the 
to assist in completing the work of relief 
begun so leng ago. The service is auxiliary 
to other relief work by the government and 
is purely of a hospital nature—to. shelter 
the homeless and care for the sick. Incl- 
dentally it is proposed to establish in the 
city of Havana a hespital for civilians, 
ned especially as an institution where 
Americans, Who are taken seriously ill, 
may receive that care and attention which 
they would get in a similar institution at 
home. 

“In the face of the heartrending reports 
that come to us from the press, from visit- 
ors. from investigators, and most of all, 
the sufferers themselves, is it necessary to 
state that, in spite of all that has been 
done on all. sides for the mitigation of the 
woes of these war scourged wrecks of hu- 
manity, there yet remains a work to do— 
a work in view of which we may not ap 
provingly close our eyes nor fold our hands, 
but not, we trust, of infinite continuance. 
We believe that, once well relieved, the 
proper provisions made, the suitable meth- 
ods inaugurated and their own people in- 
terested in the work, the inhabitants of the 
island will be found equal to their own 
needs as in former years. They have not 
been mendicants in the past, and we trust 
will not become so. 

“In carrying out successfully our present 
mission to Cuba, the Red Cross will de- 
pend entirely upon the active co-operation 
of our many friends and the generous sup- 
port of the American people—that support 
and co-operation which in the eighteen 
years of the existence and labors of the 
Red Cross in this country has never for a 
moment failed nor faltered. The trust of 
the people of the United States in the 
good faith and work of their Red Cross is 
equaled only by its trust in them. 

“One of the most remarkable evidences 
existing of such good will and endeavor has 
been shown by the general banding togeth- 
er, for greater strength and more effec- 
tive work, of the larger part of the relief 
force of the country as auxiliary to the 
Red Cross. At the first scarce audible cry, 
they rose like the Scots from the heather. 
and forgetting themselves, their own inter- 
ests, their comforts, and even life itself, 
they have stood in the ranks of the Red 
Cross as faithfully and as uncomplainingly 
as the soldier in the ranks of war, and 
have done a work probably never equaled 
in the same length of time—a work that 
the world has praised, the sufferers blessed, 
the dying prayed for, and we believe, the 
angels approved. 

“To these auxiliaries still patiently wait- 
ing for the parent organization to unload 
its busy hands sufficiently to open a door 
and prepare an entrance for them to become 
legitimately and permanently a part of it- 
self, we extend our invitation to aid in 
this work. With this invitation to them 
go the thanks for the past which we shal] 
never be able to express in words; we can 
only show it by calling them again to take 
their part in this delicate and highly recog- 
niged service which awaits us. 

‘The auxiliary societies have shown 
themselves not only charitable and benefi- 
cent, but practical bodies of people as well, 
and we will at once name here a few of the 
leading points upon which they will desire 
information immediately. We shall com- 
mence work directly by. an augmentation 
in Cuba.of the force of workers we have 
there at present, and whom Se have con- 
tinued to sustain and provide for from the 
first. As the Red Cross in no way takes 
up the providing for the well, able-bodied 
persons on the island, either Cuban or 
American, for whom the government makes 
provision, the necessities will be more uni- 
form and the relief more concentrated in 
kind. Besides funds, the need of which al- 
Ways goes without saying, will be required 
medicines, delicate, wholesome and sustain- 
ing food for persons too feeble to work and 
who would be subjects for hospital life, if 
the hospitals existed for them; s6uitable 
clothing for the same class of unfortunate 
people, men, women and children; bedding 
without stint, and all that goes to make up 
the comfort, so far as possible, of hospital 
life. 

“The activity and enterprise of our peo- 
ple are opening up Cuba itself to all kinds 
of trade, and it may be to competition as 
well. If it appears later that many of the 
needed supplies can be purchased there, to 
the saving of the cost of transportation and 
labor, we shall so inform you; but the dire 
experience of the past year has proved the 
efficacy, the safety and the life need of a 
few staple articles. For example, con- 
densed and malted milk, dried fruits, well 
protected cereals, rice, properly canned 
fcods, meat extracts, soups, ete. By the 
thousands of prolonged, preserved and 
grateful lives, these-facts are testified to 
and established. All further advices will 
be promptly given, contident of all needed 
aid as soon as the need is known. 

“In the Philippines the hospital service 
of the Red Cross, assisting in the care of 
the sick and wounded, has been sustained 
and directed by the Red Cross of California, 
supported by the auxiliary societies of the 
Pacific coast and the west. Now, however, 
on account of the active campaign being 
carried on by the American army and the 
approach of the rainy season, it has be- 
come necessary to expand the Red Cross 
work. there and to send representatives 
frorh headquarters to co-operate with the 
staff already in the field. Additional funds 
are needed to carry on this service suc- 

cessfully. 

“Let me close this first statement with 
the thanks of.the Red Cross to the people 
of our country, whose charity and siberality 
knows no bounds. To the government 
which. seeing this need for the relief ofa 
class of suffering humanity in Cuba to 
which its powerful and munificent machi- 
nery was not adapted, has, through its 
great humane head, magnanimously and 
nobly turned to its Red Cross for the ser-

Although the 
sold, a grant from the 
State Was never’ issued for 
the reason that, through ignorance or 
otherwise, it was never applied for or the 
fee Was never paid. 

Most of the land contained in the 
is wild or swamp land, while only a'‘part 
of it is fit for cultivation. No one up.to 
the present time has claimed the iand, 
and certainly the title, it would be held, 
did not vest in the deceased purchaser, for 
the reason that no grant was: obtained 
from the state. 

The land was claimed suddenly after the 
death of Joseph Bibb by his son and ad- 
ministrator, R. T. Bibb, of Texas, who 
asked, through his attorney in the city, 
that the nineteen hundred odd acres of 
land in Appling be granted to him as his 
father’s administrator.

The request was first received from R. 
T. Bibb, administrator, two years The 
claimant stated that the heirs. under his 
father’s will had awarded him the fcur 
lots by joint deed.

In determining to whom.the land should 
be granted, Attorney General Terrell was 
faced with an interesting legal question. 
The secretary of state was undecided 
whether the land should be officially turned 
over to the purchaser, who was dead, 
to the administrator of the estate. In 
the attorney general, the 
position was taken.that the land shouid 
go to the purchaser, Joseph Bibb, and not 
to the administrator, R. T. Bibb. 

The main ground for objection to the 
decision of the attorney general was that 
the act’ of 1827 authorized the transfer of 
the certificate of purchase and directed that 
the grant be issued to the holder thereof. 
It was held that inasmuch as sixty years 
had passed since the sale of the land and 
no person had so far come forward with 
these certificates properly transfer-ced, the 
presumption was reasonable. that no trans- 
fer of title had ever been made by Joseph 
Bibb. 

An application by the administrator for 
the large extent of land in Appling coun- 
ty was made yesterday morning, and upon 
the payment of the fee, grants were for- 
mally issued to property purchased more 
than sixty years ago

Petition to J athe ieialatetes Was Filed 
Yesterday Morning.

A Warm Issue Is nedine by the Late 
Justice on the New Incumbent.

Judge W. E. Foute, until April 11th, jus- 
tice in the one thousand two hundred and 
district, has filed a petition 
in which he states that 
Judge J. N. Bateman, who succeeded him, 
is disqualified for the office, the lat- 
ter’s residence is not in the district. 

The quo warranto proceedings Were in- 
stituted yesterday morning, and Judge 
Lumpkin signed an order allowing Judge 
Foute to file his proofs of his statements, 
and setting April 29th as the time for a 
hearing. 

The petition js short, and makes no alle- 
gations but that as a.citizen he, the plain- 
tiff, has a right to see that the office hold- 
ers of the county are qualified. 

The statements in the petition relative to 
the-issue are as follows 

“Your petitioner shows that the said J. 
N. Bateman was not eligible to the ap- 
pointment of a notary public and ex-officio 
justice of the peace for said district, for 
the reason that at the time of his said 
recommendation, appointment and commis- 
sion he had not been three months in the 
one thousand two hundred and thirty-fourth 
district next preceding said election; that 
at the time-of—his said recommendation, 
appointment and commission he was and 
long before had been a citizen of dis- 
trict of said county and state aforesaid.” 

Another paragraph in the petition states: 

“Ry reason of the lack of citizenship 
aforesaid, the recommendation, appoint- 
ment and commission of said Bateman 
was illegal, and his discharge of his duties 
of said office illegal and said’ office is 
vacant, and should be so declared.” 

This question is not a new one. Seon 
after Judge Bateman was elected, the 
question was raised, but it was thought he 
had shown satisfactory proefs that he 
was qualified.
